DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

Group I, claim(s) 1-30, drawn to an apparatus and method including measuring with a 
sensor the conductivity of liquid in the device and using the measurement to adjust the 
processing conditions. 

Group II, claim(s) 31-46, drawn to an apparatus and method including application of a 
pulsing voltage between the processing electrode and the feeding electrode. 

Group III, claim(s) 47-62, drawn to an apparatus and method including stopping the 
application of voltage after a predetermined processing amount. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: because the other 
common features between groups l-lll (processing and feeding electrodes, workpiece 
holder, power supply, etc.) do not provide a contribution over the prior art, e.g.-Kobata 
et al (WO 02/103771). Thus, the common features between groups l-lll cannot be a 
special technical feature, and thus, groups l-lll are not linked to a single inventive 
concept.
